There is not tbe slightest 
reason to doubt that German citizens 
who have Hitherto acted with the re- 
pnblioan patty wonld support General 
Grant as cordially as they would Blaine 
or Edmunds. The Germans are intel- 
ligent and patriotic. They ar*> n i-'Wt.r 
i«v--uB peupK, ^j appreciate the free 
institutions of the United States, the 
more that they have felt the oppression 
of imperial government. 


4- few days since a New York paper 


stated that about six thousand Germans 
had arrived at Castle Garden. 
They 


left tbe fatherland to avoid conscrip- 
tion in the imperial army. After any 
of these men, liable to military service 
m Germany, shall have declared their 
intention to become- citizens of the 
United States, they may return if they 
so desire, to their native land, and be 
exempt from such service 
Subsequent 


to General Grant's inauguration in 1869 
two young Germans, who had come to 
the west to seek homos, returned to 
their native land, one to visit and the 
other to settle the estate of a deceased 
parent 
Both were drafted into the 


military service, and one was killed in 
the Franco-Prussian war. President 
Grant became impressed with the need 
of affording protection to foreigners, 
who declare their intention to beoome 
citizens of this country, and either from 
choice or necessity return home before 
having received their final naturaliza- 
tion jpapers, suggested a convention be- 
tween the imperial government of Ger- 
many and the United States to enter 
into a treaty exempting all subjects of 
Emperor William from military ser- 
vice who had declared their intention to 
become citizens of tne United States 
and who might be temporarily sojourn- 
ing in the country of their birth 
Up 


to Geju Grant's administration the im- 
peria! governments of Europe sought to 
enforce their doctrine that '-once a sub- 
ject, always a subject." They relia- 
quished it before the close of his first 
term 


If the Germans feel kindly toward 


Hon. E. B. Washburne for his action in 
Paris daring the stormy days of the 
commune, they ought not to feel less 
so toward Gen. Grant. 
It was by his 


instruction that the American minister 
to France tendered his kindly offices to 
the Germans, and all that he did was 
fully endorsed by the president. 
It 


will be seen from the brief outline of the 
foreign policy of Gen. Grant, so far as 
it relates to citizens of foreign birth, 
that it has been beneficial to them. 
The Germans may have been dissatis- 
fied in 1872 with Gen Grant's adminis- 
tration, but that dissatisfaction was 
perhaps due to a misunderstanding, 
which now, happily, does not exist 
They can give him their support in the 
present campaign—and, if he is nomi- 
nated, we believe they will. They are 
too intelligent not to see the calamity 
of a democratic victory, and too patri- 
otic to aid in its accomplishment.

When asked to state what he hoard 


when he entered Whittaker's room, he 
detailed the story already told by wit 
nesses.

, .,-,_INOTON, April 10.— Represen- 
tative Cox's report from the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, relative to the inter 
oceaaie canal and the Monroe doctrine 
qaotes fit length from the President's 
message upon the subject, of March 
8th, 1880, and severely arraigns the 
policy of Clayton in seeking to induce 
Great Britain to abandon her own un- 
founded claim upon the territory of an 
indepeodent Spanish American State, 
and inviting her to share with us the 
duty and privilege, peculiarly our own, 
of protecting aa inter-oceanio commu- 
nication of great interest and concern 
to this country. The Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty had scarcely come into operation 
before its fundamental provisions were 
violated by Great Britain by the firing 
upon the American steamer "Prome- 
thus" November 21st, 1850, 
while she 


was going ont of the port of San Juan 
de Nicaragua, by the English brig of 
of war "Express," then lying in the 
port to enforce a British dominion over 
that of Nicaragua. Other similar in- 
fringements followed, the most conspic- 
uous of these being ,the deliberate es- 
tablishment by Great Britain of-a new 
colony in Central America, off the coast 
of Honduras, under the name of the 
colony of the Bay Islands, by and on 
account of which Mr. Cass, in the Sen- 
ate in January, 1853, declared the 
trea'ty to have been virtually nullified 
by Great Britain. 


The report then details the negotia- 


tions and controversies between thia 
government and Great Britain growing 
out of these occurrences and the inef- 
fectual efforts to 
negotiate 
a new 


treaty. The committee tbeiefore re 
commend the passage of a joint reso- 
lution requesting the President to take 
immediate steps for the formal and 
final abrogation of the convention of 
April 19th, 1850, commonly called the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty.
